In the Joe Dante segment of 
Twilight Zone: The Movie. Nanny 
Carturi ght played Ethel, a hapless 
teenager condemned to be eaten by a 
cartoon monster in TV-land. And 
then she met the Simpsons in 1987 
and her life began to imitate art. At 
the tune. Ohio-born Nancy 
Cartwright was on a fast-track lo 
success, both on camera anti off. Evan 
before she gi adu a ted from L-CLA in 
1981 . she had landed mi agent and a 
starring role in a TV pilot and had 
developed the lead voice for the 
Hanna-Barbera animated series, 
Richie Rich. She was working regu¬ 
larly in films, TV movies, and a hit 
series when she ivas called in Jbr The 
S imp sons a udi t ion. The cast ing d i - 
rector wanted her lo read Lisa, but 
Cartwright found Bart mom her style 
and...let's let her tell the story. 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: T understand 
that you originally read for Lisa. 
CARTWRIGHT: T never actually read for 
her. T was called in to read for her but 
I looked at it and couldn't get a hook 
on who she was. As I was waiting to 
go in, I picked up Bart's description 
and looked through the scene, and I 
said, “1 want to do this I " I got him 
down pat. lie’s 10 years old, he’s an¬ 
tagonistic, a troublemaker, an under¬ 
achiever—I think I was attracted to 
him immediately I w T ent in and said, 
'‘Listen, I know you want me to read 
for Lisa, but I’d like to give a shot at 
this Bart. This guy looks interesting." 
SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: How did you 
hear about the paid? 

CARTWRIGHT: It wasn’t any big deal. I 
had met the casting director a couple 
of months earlier. I was told it was a 
little segment on The Tracey Uliman

Show to introduce the commercials, 
and I thought it would be kind of fun. 
None of us thought The Simpsons 
would end up being all over the world 
and would sell 3.5 million records! 
SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: Has Bart 
changed much since Tracey Ullmart 
days? 

CARTWRIGHT: Yeah. Then die Simpsons 
were one-dimensional characters. Bait 
and lisa were constantly fighting, and 
they had no affinity as brother and 
sister. As the show 7 developed, the 
characters became more fleshed out, 
like real people. That first season the 
changes happened so quickly Lisa 
changed the most. Bail has been la¬ 
beled as this underachiever, and I 
think die label is more of a comment 
on people w ho say M 1 don t want my 
students wearing T-shirts that say 
that" Bait is actually a very good kid 
underneath it all. He just has a pen¬ 
chant for being mischievous. And lie 
gets away with it, I think die kids see 
him as a hero because of this. It’s 
funny and Baits having a good time, 
pulling pranks with total abandon mid 


glee. And at die end, either through 
him or Homer, there’s a moral to die 
story—even though Bait may twist it 
around, 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: Bart is never 
fully redeemed, 

CARTWRIGHT: Right. Were he to be fully 
redeemed, we would not have a Bait 
Simpson. 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: How much of 
Bait comes from you? 

CARTWRIGHT: Well, Bart is Matt 
Greening s creation. When I went in 
for the audition, he w r as this antago¬ 
nistic kid w 7 ho had a sense of humor. 
Since then he’s become this beauti¬ 
ful marriage of die writers and the 
artists. The actors will throw in ad 
libs and the writers encourage it be- 
cause it helps them. The ad libs then 
go into the rewrites. We do a number 
of takes—seven, ten times for one 
scene—and then die animators get it. 
We do a table reading [a preliminary 
run-through of the first draft of a 
script] on Thursdays and if it T s not 
working, nobody has to say anything. 
It’s obvious. T keep my mouth shut. I 
go home and get the rewrite over the 
weekend. It’s staggering the differ¬ 
ence the rewrite makes. 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: Will Bait’s 
voice ever change? 

CARTWRIGHT: I don’t think so. And 
dial’s the reason for hiring a woman. 
If they had lured a real ten-year-old 
boy to do Ban. he'd be almost 14 now. 
And his voice would have changed. 
SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: Are there any 
speech tricks to being Bart? 
CARTWRIGHT: No, it's a placement thing 
in my throat. I don’t really think about 
it, It T s not in my head: it's not in my 
chest (Bart, voice) It's right back here. 
Sometimes when I get laryngitis, die 
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sound changes. 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: Did you try 

various voices before you found the 
Bart voice? 

CARTWRIGHT: At the audition I knew 
exactly the sound I wanted, and 1 did 
that. A lot of times Fli go on auditions 
and give them options, but foT Bart— 
that was it. This is how I see him. and 
I don't want to lessen the impact by 
giving the anditioners another choice, 
it’s real easy when I do a radio spot to 
just do another take and make 
a character different, make her 
a little older—instead of mak¬ 
ing her sound like she’s 14, 

Fli make her sound 17. It s 
not just a voice change, it’s a 
change in attitude. It’s very 7 
stereotyped, 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED; 

Besides Bart, you also pro¬ 
vide the voices for other 
characters on the show. 

How do you choose and 
remember a voice for a 
character? 

CARTWRIGHT: 1 remember 
by naming the character. 

(Bart voice) This is my 
Bait voice. (Todd voice) 

Tilts is my Todd Flanders 
voice, (Nelson voice ) 

Tliis is my Nelson Muntz 
voice. You become the 
kid by physically em- 
bo living him, 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: 

And where is Bart among those three? 
CARTWRIGHT: It's a different place¬ 
ment of the v oice. 1 don’t really get 
into analyzing how 7 1 do it. 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: Has being a 
mother changed your ideas of who 
Bail is? 

CARTWRIGHT: My husband and I have 
a little different idea of how 7 to raise 
our kids than Marge and Homer do. 
Marge is a good mom—she talks to 
her kids. I wonder why she loves 
Ilomer so much, but then they flash 
back and show 7 how they got together 
or he does something so sweety and I 
totally buy it. Marge listens to her kids 
and tells Homer what's right and 
WTong, hut 1 don’t feel they have any 
policy on how to operate. I feel they 
take it one episode, one incident at a 
time. 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED; What tips do 
you have for someone interested in a 


voice-over career? 

CARTWRIGHT: First, it takes more than 
just one voice. Versatility 7 is the name 
of the game. I would also study acting 
because it is acting. You have to be 
able to do everything. You just don't 
see me move behind the nuke. Who s 
tire scene with? A scene with Bart and 
Marge is certainly different from one 
with Bart and Homer or Bart and Lisa 
You have to he able to communicate— 
not movement but character devel¬ 
opment. Study any-

tiling you can to improve yourself as 
an entertainer—singing or w hatever 
Also take a workshop, go to a seminar, 
study with somebody Is this really 
something you w r ant to do. or is this 
just because people tell you you have 
an interesting sound? It s very com¬ 
petitive, 

SIMPSONS ILLUSTRATED: Do you have 
a favorite episode? 

CARTWRIGHT: 1 really like the 
Thanksgiving episode when Bait runs 
awav and becomes a vagrant. And I 
like the one w 7 hen it’s Lisa’s birthday 
and Bart sings 
“Happy birthday, 
Lisa?’ And 1 like the 
one when Bart gets 
an F. That was the 
first show of last 
year.
